8. (New) The enema preparation according to claim 1 , wherein the 
preparation is prepared by dissolving said thiazole compound in an aqueous solvent. 

9. (New) The enema preparation according to claim 8, wherein said aqueous 
solvent is water. 

10. (New) The enema preparation according to caim 1, wherein the 
preparation is prepared by dissolving said thiazole compound in an nonaqueous 
solvent. 

1 1 . (New) The enema preparation according to claim 10, wherein said 
nonaqueous solvent is one selected from the group consisting of glycerol, ethylene 
glycol, propylene glycol, polyethylene glycol, polypropylene glycol and vegetable oils. 

12. (New) The enema preparation according to claim 8 or 10, wherein said 
thiazole compound is 0.001 to 70% by weight based on the enema preparation. 
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13. (New) The method according to claim 4, wherein the enema preparation is 
administered so that the amount of said thiazole compound administered is 0.02 to 
2000 mg/l<g body weight/day. 
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
